Currast Busnks.—The gurgant bush
is everywhere eultivated, or rather, perhaps, |
suffered to grow, no pains being taken, as
n general thing, to improve the appearance
of the bnsh, or the quality of the fruit. The
mude of training now mo-t_fr uenily re-
commended is to keep them in the form of
trees, with a elean stemn of one or two feet
high, surmounted by a round branching
head. If grown in this way, the annual
shoots should be shortened in, and 1he su-
perfluous limbs thinned out.  This renders
it ornamental, and condoces to the greater
size und excellence of the fruit, When filled
with searlet, purple, or white berries, the
appearanca is quite pleasing.
